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THE TERMS OF PEACE. 


PEACE has been proclaimed, ratifications have been exchanged, 
the conditions agreed upon have been published, and we are now 
in a position deliberately to consider and decisively to answer the 
great question of the hour :—“ Are the terms which have been ob- 
tained satisfactory or not ?” 

The best way ofcoming to an opinion on this point evidently is 
to look back upon the conditions which we conceived and declared 
to be necessary and suitable many months ago, when no one 
dreamed of a speedy termination of hostilities, and when therefore 
the matter was regarded asa simple and almost as an abstract one, 
and when no extraneous considerations or imminent temptations 
were at hand to complicate the question or to disturb our judg- 
ment in discussing it. What did we then proclaim as the objects 
which might reasonably be hoped for from our efforts—the im- 
portance of which justified the war—the attainment of which 
would justify the peace ? Have those objects been secured by, and 
are they embodiod in, the Treaty ? If they are, then the war has 
been triumphant and the peace is satisfictory. 

Putting aside all rhetoric, let us state the case like cold lawyers 
or practical men of business. This journal repeatedly explained 
in the most precise and decided language the objects which we 
were fighting to obtain and which it was essential to secure. The 
ihe safety and ntegrity of the Ottoman Empire, as far 
as conditions could ensure these; and the incapacitation of Kussia 
to menace and overwhelm Turkey at pleasure, as far as this inca- 
pacitation could be effected by war or negotiation. No one can 
deny that this object has been achieved. By a formal article the 
Ottoman Empire has been incorporated into the Commonwealth of 
Nations and placed under the protection of the Public law of 
Europe; and it isnow just as difficult or just as impossible for 
Russia to dismember or invade Turkey as for France to dismember 
or invade Spain. Nay, more: the peculiar means of menace, 
Oppression, and invasion by which Russia has so long been able to 
keep Turkey in perpetual terror and almost in perpetual subjec- 
tion, are annihilated or resigned. Her Black Sea fleet is 
destroyed, and she has pledged herself never to rebuild it. She 
1s to have no more ships of war in that inland ocean ; she is to 
maintain no more naval or military arsenals whereat she 
could equip them; and she has consented to admit Consuls of 
foreign nations into her ports to watch and guard against the 
evasion of these conditions. The fleet, which held the Sultan in 
awe is sunk beneath the waves; and Sebastopol, which supplied 
that fleet Sebastopol, that “perpetual menace to Constanti- 
“‘nople ”—is to be dismantled and emptied of all its military stores. 
Whether Nicolaieff is to share the same fate is not specified in the 
treaty: perhaps this demand was waived;—we stated some weeks 
ago, as our readers will remember, that we scarcely thought 
Nicolaieff could fairly be considered as a port on the Black Sea, 
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and the matter was obviously a fit one for discussion, and perhaps 
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even for concession. There are only 16 feet of war over the bar 
near Kinburn, which all vessels built at Nicolaieff would have to 
pass, and ships of war with their equipment draw from 24 to 30 
feet. With Consuls at Nicolaieff and at Sebastopol, too, no fleet 
could be either built or armed without previous warning. We do 
not, therefore, regard this omission as at all seriously imparing the 
efficiency or completeness of the security obtained for Turkey by 
‘‘the neutralisation of the Black Sea.” 7 
The second point which from the commencement we urged as 
especially important to obtain was the entire cessation of the 
Russian protectorate over the Turkish Christians :—not its exchange 
for a joi.t protectorate by the four Powers (which Russia was cer- 
tain, by virtue of activity and proximity, virtually to exercise almost 
exclusively), but its total and unreserved abandonment. This has 
been secured in the completest manner, and is expressed in the 
clearest terms. We rejoice to see that the Allies have given up 
the unfortunate idea once entertained of degrading the Power they 
took up arms to aid, by establishing a right of interference between 
its subjects and itself, wholly irreconcileable with the principle of 
sovereignty. Art. 9, after recording the faet of the Sultan’s 


real 
concession of equal rights to his Christian subjects, and acknow- 
ledging courteously “the high value of this communication,” 
proceeds thus :—‘ It is clearly understood that this cannot in any 
* case give to the said Powers the right to interfere. either col- 
“ lectively or separately, in the relations of His Majesty the Sultan 
“with his subjects, nor in the internal administration of his 
“ Empire.” 

Thirdly.—It will not be forgotten how strongly and repeatedly 
we pleaded the necessity of establishing the Government of the 
Principalities on some just and permanent footing, which, while 
guaranteeing to them quasi-independence, and institutions fitted 
for developing their vast national resources, should secure them 
fi Muscovite or Austrian protection. This result 
is not competely embodied in the treaty signed at Paris, simply 
because it required too much detailed information and too many 
detailed arrangemen immediate settlement possible. 
jut a commission is to be appointed to devise suitable institutions 
in concert with the Porte, and the nature of these is sufficiently 

Arts. 22, 23, and 24. It is provided that the Princi- 
palities shall have a national army; shall retain their present pri- 
“an independent and national 
“administration, as well as full liberty of worship, legislation, 
” and navigation ;” and that a Divan “representing 

the interests of all classes of society,” shall meet 
forthwith to aid the commission in organising a Government 
suited to the wants and wishes of the people. ‘This Government, 
when formed, is to be placed under the collective guarantee of the 
five Powers, and all separate intervention is prohibited and ab- 
jured. If this arrangement is carried out in the meaning of the 
words we have cited, nothing more could be desired. 

Fourthly.—We were, we believe, the first in this country to 

importance of securing the free navigation of 
and to prove that such free navigation must remain 
unless the mouths of that river were wrested from 
Russia and she were removed to a considerable distance from its 
northern bank. ‘The treaty more than carries out our wishes in 
this respect. Not only are elaborate arrangements made for re- 
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moving ‘all natural and artificial obstacles to the unfettered use of 
this noble stream ; not only does Russia resign the whole of that 
Delta which in 1829 she snatched from Turkey ; not only does she 
give up a considerable slice of Bessarabia—a concession which 
altogether cmancipates the Danube from her influence ;—but in 
doing so she surrenders the fortress of Ismail, one of the strongest 
and most important in those parts. For the first time in her long 
career of successful aggression, Russia has receded in her territory 
and disgorged her spoils. 

It is impossible to regard a Peace by the terms of which all the 
assigned and important purposes of the war have been thus ful- 
filled as other than most successful and satisfactory. It is true 
that this peace, though triumphant for us, is not ignominious for 
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our foe. Itis true that Russia, though endalitebly defeated, has 
not been laid entirely prostrate nor unmercifully “ crumpled up.’ 
It is true that she may not have been wholly and for ever ane a- 
citated for further mischief,—for she may, and probably she will, 
recover from her exhaustion and renew her strength. Bu ut when, 
to the above enumeration of what we have extorted from her in 
two “ short but sharp” campaigns, we add that she has engaged 
to abandon the Aland Isles as a fortified naval or military post, 
and that we may feel = sure that a war which has induced 
her to concede such advantageous terms must have been to her 
disastrous and enfecbling and impoverishing in the extreme, we 
think we have every reason to be not only content with but glad 
of the result. Her prestige in the East has been rudely shaken ; 
her overmastering and paralysing influence over the German and 
Scandinavian Courts has been enormously diminished ; she has 
learned a lesson whic h will not be speedily forgotten; and even if 
it have not taught her to turn at once and for ever to those arts of 
peace and internal improvement from which no nation would 
gain so much, at least it will have procured for Turkey and for 
Europe a long respite from her aggressions. 

One omission in the treaty, as one deficiency in the war, we confess 
we cannot see without regret—but it is a regret of which the ex- 
pression would be simply idle. There is no rectification of the 
Asiatic frontier of Russia and Turkey. Russia still holds her 
Trans-Caucasian provinces—still menaces both Teheran and Con- 
stantinople from Tiflis. But the events of the war had given us 
no shadow of a claim for demanding the surrender of these dan- 
gerous dependencies, and no statesman would have been held 
guiltless who should have continued the strife till we were ina 
condition to insist upon it,—when such large concessions had been 
offered and were attainable at once. To those of our countrymen 
who would have had us go on in the hope of extorting and achiev- 
ing more, we will suggest one or two considerations which they 











may meditate at leisure. If we had continued the conflict 
for another year, and if the conquest of Georgia and Min-

THE PROGRESS OF : THE CRIMEAN INQUIRY. 


THE investigation at Chelsea still, “like a wounded snake, 
slow length along.” Three weeks have been spent in travelling 
over ground and eliciting facts which would not have occupied a 
clever counsel or a well-constituted court above three days, ‘The 
judges were patient and unskilled in their judicial functions, and 
permitted all sorts of wanderings and repetitions which should 
have been peremptorily checked ; while the foolish and 
custom of reducing all questions to writing and holding a prelimi- 
nary consultation over them, put every thing like skilful and effi- 
cient cross-examination out of the question. Something, however 
has come out. We can ascertain now with some degree of pre-

We sincerely trust he 
will now see his error, and either retire altogether or appear by 
counsel. 

Brushing aside all the irrelevancies with which Lord Tucan 
damaged and obscured his own case, the sole question really in 
dispute was, whether he did “ show any want of promptitude and 
“ ingenuity in providing temporary shelter for the cavalry horses 
“under his command.” ‘The Commissioners gathered from their 
inquiries on the spot that, though there were no facilities for 
erecting permanent stables, numbers of the horses might have beep 
saved by having recourse to some of those contrivances and make.

It certainly appears from the eviderce || 
that there is considerable difference of opinion among competent |} | 
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inions among sensible and honest men—there 
can be no question as to the issue of the investigation as regards 
Lord Lucan’s reputation. As an officer morally or intellectually 
fit for high command, he is condemned past the possibility of a 
reprieve or a re-hearing.— Never did man show such consummate 
genius for self-condemnation and self-destruction. From the open- 
ing to the close of the inquiry his demeanour was offensive, and 
the exhibition he made pitiable, in the extreme. Disregarding 
the well-known proverb regarding the man who pleads his own 
cause, Lord Lucan took his case into his own hands and neither 
asked nor followed the advice of others. He displayed an infir- 
mity of brain, an incapacity of silence, an ignorance of facts proved 
or stated, a wandering incoherence of mind, which proclaimed his 
mental disqualifications for the post of Gencral, even had he been 
the most patient and gentle of men, At the same time he showed 
a want of tact, temper, discretion, and good feeling which was 
enough to condemn him as a commander, even if his intellectual 
powers had been of the highest order. He made assertions in the 
teeth of irrefutable evidence ; he repeated them though ten times 
disproved ; he contradicted himself and every body else; he went 
out of his way to indulge in the most indecorous and insolent perso- 
nalities against his antagonists and his subordinates ; he attacked 
every one above him and below him more like a mad Malay than 
a sober Christian ;—till all who heard him left the Court with the 
conviction that they needed no further evidence to enable them to 
understand how it was that the cavalry in the Crimea had been 
annihilated. It was not inclement weather; it was not deficient 
forage; it was not scanty shelter : —it was the Lieutenant-General. 
Brigades under such command, nothing short of a miracle could 
have saved. ‘Lhey “ died by the visitation of Lord Lucan”!

Lord Cardigan managed better. Under the advice of counsel he 
confined himself to the one statement made regarding his pro- 
ceedings in the Report—viz., that he declined to accede to the 
suggestion of the Assistant-Commissary, to send down troop 
horses to Balaklava to fetch their own barley. ‘The Commissioners 
simply stated the fact, but expressed no opinion respecting it. 
Lord Cardigan admits the fact and explains the reasons for his 
refusal. In the then state of the roads and the weak condition of 
the horses, he judged that these latter would suffer more from the 
extra fatigue of the journey than from the want of the barley. 
He may have been wrong in this opinion, but it is very probable 
that he was right. Few men are better qualified to decide such a 
question than Lord Cardigan. saa 

One point, however, was incidentally mentioned in his state- 
ment which deserves greater attention than it has received, A 
previous witness had observed upon the grievous waste of forage 
caused by the want of nosebags for the cavalry. Lord Cardigan 
confirmed the fact of this unexplained deficiency,—the result of 
which was that the forage, hay, corn, chopped straw, &c., was 
thrown down in the mud before the animals, and half of it or 
often more was in consequence destroyed, trampled down, and ren- 
dered useless. A dozen tailors or two dozen seamen employed—as 
Captain Heath and Captain Lushington hadalready employed them 
—for a single week, would have made nosebags for every horse in 
the army :—yet this simple expedient appears never to have been 
thought of. It certainly was not resorted to. ‘The commanders 
of the cavalry sat down quietly and helplessly under the privation. 
Their powers of endurance seem to have been wonderful. But 
surely the first duty of men entrusted with the charge of others, is 
not to endure evils but to cure them. 





THE KARS DEBATE. 
YESTERDAY morning, after three nights’ debate, the House of 
Commons acquitted the Government of all culpable responsibility 
for the’ fall of Kars, by a majority of 127. It was obvious almost 
from the outset that such must be the result. In truth, the Op- 
position had chosen their ground of attack with curious infelicity. 
They could only reach Ministers over the body of their own 
friends and by repudiating their own antecedents; for Lord 
Stratford, the chief sinner, was a member of their own party, an 
ambassador of their own appointment, a peer of their own making ; 
and if Kars fell in a great measure owing to the poverty of the 
Turkish Government, it was they who had done all they could to 
defeat and discredit the Turkish loan. Moreover, they confounded 
two things essentially distinct : the seriousness of the disaster, and 
the connection of Ministers with that disaster. The first no one 
was disposed to deny: the latter they altogether failed to make 
out. Noone who read the correspondence could be blind to the 
extreme anxiety and the earnest and ceaseless efforts of Lord 
Clarendon to avert that calamity. No one who read it with the 
slightest care and impartiality could pretend to entertain a doubt 
as to whatwere the real causes and who were the true delinquents. 





CIVIL SERVICE—OPEN COMPETITION. 
IT is not very easy to conjecture what practical purpose the House 
of Commons proposed to itself last week when it adopted the 
motion of Lord Goderich. If no more was meant by that motion 
than appeared in the expressions which embodied it, it was need- 
less, superfluous, and a repetition. If it was designed to commit 
the House to an approval of the unreserved application of the 
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principle of open competition to all public offices, it was in our | 


judgment inconsiderate and unwise. Last session the House had 
approved and the Government had instituted a system of exami- 
nation for all persons nominated to the civil service of the Crown ; 
leaving it in the breast of the Commissioners then appointed, 
with the advice and assistance of the Departmental Ministers, to 
conduct that examination in whatever way their skill and expe- 
rience might suggest as the wisest and most efficient. A strong 
opinion had at the time been expressed by several speakers that a 
competitive examination might, in certain cases, prove the most 
desirable. It appears from the first Report of the Commissioners, 
and from the speeches of the Chancellor of the Exchequer and of 
Mr Labouchere, that some of the Ministers held the same opinion, 
but felt that this was an experiment to be tried graduaily and with 
caution. It appeared, moreover, that this competitive examina- 
tion had already been introduced in some departments, and that it 
was fully within the competence of the authorities to extend it 
still further, if the result of the first trials should prove satisfactory. 
If, therefore, the motion of Lord Goderich merely designed to say 
to the Government :—“ You are doing well; you are on the 
“right tack; go on in the same direction and the House will 
“stand by you,’—it Was purely gratuitous; and if it had meant 
only this, the mild opposition of the Government ought to have 
ensured, and must have ensured, its immediate withdrawal. If, 
on the contrary, it intended to pronounce that the experiment had 
succeeded and therefore ought to be extended, it was, to say the 
least, rash and premature. Mr Gladstone supported it because it 
was so cautiously worded and involved so little: Ministers opposed 
it because it either meant nothing, or meant more than it said. 
The real question between those who are for going on as now, 
cautiously and progressively, and those who would at once adopt 
in theory and recklessly apply in practice the wholly new system 
of open competition,—lies in a nutshell. The object of all parties 
is to secure suitable and competent public servants. 


Competence 
you can (to a great extent) test by examinations: suitability you 
can not. A young man’s intellectual qualifications may be ascer- 
tained by the ordeal of an examination; and perhaps more fully 
and fairly by open competition before the Board of Examiners 
than Sy a simple and testing examination. But neither the one 
nor the other system can afford any criterion of those personal and 
moral qualifications which are as indispensable as the intel- 
lectual ones. ‘The vacancy, we will assume, is a clerkship 
in the Treasury, or in the Foreign-office, or in the Colonial-office. 
You want to fill it, and ought to fill it, with a young man not 
only who can read, write, and cypher, who knows something of 
history, and a good deal of geography, who has mastered one 
foreign language, and can draw out précis, and copy documents, 
—but who has tact, discretion, honourable principles, decent 
morals, and gentlemanly manners. Now the foremost candidate 
in an open competitive examination may have none of these quali- 
fications. Yet if you proclaim and adopt that system—as the 
House of Commons did the other night, if it did anything but re- 
peat superfluous and unmeaning words—you bind over the ex- 
aminers to pass and the Government to appoint that candidate. 

It is clear, therefore, that to obtain the object you want—to 
secure the men you desire to appoint—you need and must have 
some other and additional test or warrant of suitability than mere 
examination. You must superadd nomination to examination. 
You must follow one of two plans. You must either do what is 
now done,—viz., nominate a young man of whose personal quali- 
fications his nominator is the judge (and which he by the act of 
nomination makes himself responsible for, and impliedly guaran- 
tees), and then send him to the Board to have his intellectual capa- 
city ascertained ;—or you must let the head of the department 
nominate several young men, all of whom are fit and suitable in 
personal and moral endowments, and let the Commissioners select 
by open competition the most intellectually competent,—which is 
just what the Secretary for the Colonies tell us he is actually doing 
now. Of the only two practically possible schemes—that is, of 
the only two which the House of Commons could deliberately re- 
commend—the first is pursued by some public departments, and 
the second is pursued by the remainder. What, therefore, could 
Lord Goderich and those who voted with him have intended by 
their motion?

placing all those who carry on a business within the United King- 
dom upon the same footing, whether they are foreigners or 
Englishmen. In our publication of last week we referred to an 
essential and fundamental distinction between the principle and 
practice of common fire insurances abroad and in England, arising 
from the adoption of the “ average ” clause in the former, and not 
in the latter. In reference to an illustration which we gave of 
the effect of the average clause upon an insurance of twenty houses 
in the same street, we have received a letter containing the fol- 
lowing observations :— 

By the 9th of George the 4th, cap. 13, you will find that fire insurance 
companies are prohibited, under a heavy penalty, from grantingi: ur- 
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ances in one sum on property in two or more buildings or places so 
separated as to form distinct risks, or on such buildings, unless the 
average clause be inserted in the policy. 

The insurance of a row of 20 distinct houses for one sum of 10,000/, 
would therefore be illegal; and by the same act, such policies are de 
clared to be void as against the companies. 

An exception is made with reference to the stock and implements on 
any one farm. 

The difference in the French practice is, that the average clause is, in 
the manner explained by you, made to apply to insurances on all pro- 
perty, whether in one risk or many, and the insured with them cannot 
protect themselves against Joss in even a partial damage, unless they 
insure to the full value of all the property recognised by the policy. 





This may be true so far as relates to risks in separate buildings, 
and we believe when general policies are openea for the purpose 
of covering general risks in different places—such, for example, as 
insuring property upon a floating policy in all the docks of the 
port of London—the “ average” clause is usually, if not always, 
introduced. But whatever may be the extent of the buildings, a 
common insurance for any single part, however small, is paid in 
full. ‘The person who first called public attention to this impor- 
tant point was Mr Tite, the member for Bath, in his place in the 
House of Commons, upon the discussion of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s bill. The honourable member said :—*“ He had been 
“connected with foreign insurance for many years, and could 
“ state that the normal rate of charge in France for what 2s was 
“demanded by French companies in England was only half a 
“franc. What was called the ‘ average clause’ was inserted in all 
“ French and Dutch policies, by which system, if a person insured 
* 1,000/ and lost property to the value of 3,0002, only one-third of 
“ the 1,000 was paid to him. When this fact was properly under- 
stood, it w hoped that it would act as a warning to the 
people of this country. - The property insured in England 
amounted to 918,000,0907, or not more than one-third of the 
total value. The amount insured in France was 1,500,000,000I, 
and that in Germany 805,000,000. There was no reason why 
there should not be free trade in insurance as in corn; but as 
the French insisted on the average clause, let that clause also be 
nforced on all policies in England, and then a reduction of the 

duty by one-hal no dou yield the same amount of 
“ revenue as that now realised from fire insurances.” 
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‘ tl examples of the practical 
effect of the clause, is one of recent occurrence, which has been 
adduced as a practical illustration of the two principles. A 
short time prior to the ig of Covent Garden ‘Theatre, an 
insurance was effected upon it for 8,000. Now. there can be no 
doubt that the whole of the risk of that pile of buildings and 
contents was not less :

Some articles, as timber from British possessions and wine, show 
a decline as compared to both the previous years, bat wherever 
there is a decline it is rather the result of previous over-stocks, or 
a decline in the consumption of the article, than any impediment 
placed by war in the way of the supply which the peace will 
remove. In the three months it is necessary to observe that some 
articles which show a decrease in the month, especially cotton, 
exhibit a large increase, and is greater in the three months of 
the present year than in either of the previous years. Our trade 
will no doubt increase to some extent in consequence of the peace 
and vary in its direction. 

The tonnage of shipping entered inwards and cleared outwards

In the three months the tonnage cleared outwards exceeds the 
tonnage of either of the previous years. In these returns trans- 
ports with Government stores are not included, and latterly a 
large number of our ships have been continually employed in the 
Government service. These returns possess the peculiar interest 
of being the last made under the immediate and direct influence 
of the war, and all the subsequent returns will enable us to esti- 
mate the advantages which peace has conferred on our trade. 

IMPROVEMENT IN THE LAWS OF NATIONS. 
THE declaration respecting maritime law made by all the parties 
to the Treaty of Peace, and annexed to it, cannot fail to give al- 
most universal satisfaction. It says in substance :— 





That maritime law, in time of war, has long been the subject of de- 
plorable disputes, giving rise to differences of opinion between neutrals 
and belligerents, which have caused and may again occasion difficulties 
and conflicts. The Plenipotentiaries, being duly authorised, resolved 
accordingly :—“ 1. Privateering is, and remains, abolished. 2. The neu. 
tral flag covers enemy’s goods, with the exception of contraband of war, 
3. Neutral goods, with the exception of contraband of war, are not liable 
to capture under enemy’s flag. 4. Blockades, in order to be binding, 
must be effective ; that is to say, maintained by a force sufficient really 
to prevent access to the coast of the enemy.”’ The Pienipotentiaries en- 
gazed to bring it to the knowledge of the States which had not taken 
part in the Congress, and invite them to accede to it. This declaration 
can of course be only binding on those Powers which have acceded, or 
shall accede, to it. 

As the declaration is comformable to the principles for which 
the United States and the other maritime Powers not represented 
at the Congress have contended, there can be no doubt that by 
this declaration the practices of all maritime nations will hereafter 
ve guided. From the Congress at Paris, therefore, or rather from 
the breaking out of the war, when the principles now confirmed 
were made the basis of our orders in Council, a new epoch in inter- 
national law may be dated, of which the distinguishing feature is 
a respect for property, carried so far as to respect the property of 
the sunjects of an enemy not actually employed and directed as 
contraband of war, to inflict injury on the opponent. 

The right of search as practised by Great Britain, though sane- 
tioned like ail barbarous practices by an antiquity of greater or 
less duration, has long been injurious to her. When at war, she 
has claimed the right of visiting and examining all merchant 
ships that her men-of-war encountered on the seas. No matter 
whence they came, or whither they were bound, or to what nation 
they belonged, they were stopped, or might be stopped, and 
searched, to ascertain that they were not conveying property 
longing to the subjects of States at war with Great Britain. Such 
property, when met with on the high seas, was liable to confisca- 
tion, and the neutral ship on board of which it was found was 
detained, and generally sent for adjudication into some British 
port. 

If it be admitted that theclaim toseize and confiscate the property 
of the subjects of an enemy wherever it might be found, be just, 
though very questionable and stoutly denied, the mode of earry- 
ing out the claim by British men-of-war stopping and examming 
every neutral ship on the high seas was most vexatious. Vessels 
were driven out of their course, were detained for hours, losing 
fair winds and fine opportunities, and their captains and crews 
were exposed to much overbearing and even insolent treatment. 
The captains of British men-of-war, endowed formerly at least 
with unlimited and arbitary power, were not always disposed to 
treat their own crews, or their own countrymen in merchant ships, 
with gentleness, forbearance, and humanity. Foreigners they 
often despised, particularly the Yankees, and when they examined 
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their ships, often treated them with rudeness and arrogance, care- 
less of causing them unnecessary delay. Our mode of carrying 
out the right of search therefore te nded to bring us in ever ry pl: ice, 
wherever we had a ship of war, into angry collision with the sub- 
jects of every neutral nation, and provoke an extension of the 
hostilities in which we were engaged. To put an end to this 
practice by respecting the property of an enemy’s subjects, and 
respecting the right of neutrals to protect and preserve such 
property as long as it is confided to their care, is only to remove 
from ourselves sources of annoyance, and make us more friendly 
neighbours to all maritime nations. 





It must not be supposed that because the practices—now we 
hope for ever abrogated—were called the laws of nations, and were 
enforced by admiralty courts duly constitute «lin different countries, 
that they had any higher authority than thecustoms of Sovereigns 
and Governments, adopted before their consequences were or could 
be known. They had no higher authority, and in altering them 
we merely give up, as we gave up, when we abolished our prohi- 
bitorv and protectionist law s—adopte ad in ignorance to impede the 
commerce of other nations—a practice that was injurious to our- 
selves. There was a time when every foreigner was considered to 
be an enemy, and he paid by a sacrifice of a part of his property 
for the privilege of bringing another part here and selling it in 
safety. The right of search was a remnant of 
usages, and the declaration putting an end to it isa step in the 

right direction. The growing trade of the world made the altera- 

tion necessary ; civilisation demanded it; to make 
or advantage to any one State, but the acknowledgment and legi- 
timation of an improvement for all, which time has insensibly 
brought about. 





THE TREATY OF PEACE. 
Tue following are the omitted articles in the Treaty of Peace» 
partly published in our last week’s impression :— 

Art. 5.—Their Majesties the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Emperor of the French, the Emperor of All the 
Russias, the King of Sardinia, and the Sultan, grant a full and entire am- 
nesty to those of their subjects who may have been compromised by any 
participation whatsoever in the events of the war in favour of the cause 
of the enemy. It is expressly understood that such amnesty shall ex- 
tend to the subjects of each of the belligerent parties who may have con- 
tinued during the war to be employed in the service of one of the other 
belligerents. 

Art. 6.—Prisoners of war shall be immediately given up on either side. 


Art. 7—Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Bri- | 


tain and Ireland, His Majesty the Emperor of Avistria, His Majesty the 
Emperor of the French, His Majesty the King of Prussia, His Majesty the 
Emperor of All the Russias, and His Majesty the King of Sardinia, de- 
clare the Sublime Porte admitted to participate in the advantages of the 
public law and system (concert) of Europe.

Aqriculture. 

CROPS, STOCKS, AND PRICES. 
SINCE the heavy rains which fell on Saturday and Sunday last, the 
weather has been remarkably cold, the wind remaining for the 
most part north and north-east. ‘This has given to some pieces of 
of wheat on ground either poor or wet a yellow tinge, which may 
not prove of much consequence should the weather become more 
genial, but is still not a favourable indication. A correspondent of 
the Mark Lane Express, who had just gone through Surrey and 
through most of the midlund counties, says :— 

On the heavy lands of Surrey the crop looks promising; but it is very 
backward, and will require a long succession of genial weather to bring 
it into that forward state usually found inJune. The light lands look to 
have a thin and defective plant, and cannot produce a heavy crop. The 
stock of wheat on hand, judging by what can be “‘ observed by the way,” 
must be avery small one. The stacks are remarkably ‘‘ few and far 
between,” and those generally small round cobs. The grass and seed 
lands are looking fairly, and those near London have a good pasturage 
upon them. The spring-sown corn has been well got in, and is making 
its appearance favourably since the late rains. The fallows are forward 
and cleanly. 

And from the Essex report of the same paper, we learn that 
“never has the land under wheat crop [up to the 25th of April] 
been more favourably situated; still there are drawbacks; the 
severity of the frost has operated severely upon the young wheats 
both early and late in the season, and the plants are now found to 
be too scanty.” This is attributed to the late sowing caused by 
the character of the season. But “taken as a whole, the prospect 
of a crop of wheat at the ensuing harvest is favourable; whilst 
that of all descriptions of spring-sown corn is more especially so, 
and the agreeable change of westher is now bringing every- 
thing into active life and vegetation.” It seems that in Essex 
“prices are retrograding; every description of produce is 
50 per cent. lower than in November last—wool and hay 
excepted........ .The grazing of oxen has at late prices been attended 
with numerous losses,” occasioned by the extremely high rates of 
all feeding stuffs and the cost price of the lean animal. Though 
fat sheep are high, ewes and lambs have been recently selling 
at comparatively low prices. Mangold-wurzel is largely grown 
in Essex, and the farmers who have a store of it are not suffer- 
ing as their less provident brethren are from scarcity of food for 
their stock. 

In Northumberland, autumn and winter-sown wheat “ are much 
complained of; thin, in many places evidently faulty.” Wheat 
has advanced in price during the past week, and the same 
may be reported of barley and oats, but there will! not, we believe, 
be any great or continued rise, unless the weather should become 
much more unfavourable than at present.

ae Tue TREATY oF Peace. . 
On Monday, the Earl of Clarendon laid on the table a copy of the 

treaty of peace between England, France, Russia, and the other 


contracting Powers, recently concluded. He gave notice of a motion for 
taking the treaty into consideration on Monday next. 


Tue Fatt or Kars. 

Mr Whiteside moved the following resolution in the Commons on 
Monday :—“ That, while this house feels it to be its duty to express its 
admiration of the gallantry of the Turkish soldiery and of the devotion 
of the British officers at the seige of Kars, it feels it to be equally 
a duty to express its conviction that the capitulation of that fortress, 
and the surrender of the army which defended it, thereby endangering 
the safety of the Asiatic provinces of Turkey, were in a great measure 
owing to the want of foresight and energy on the part of Her Majesty’s 
Administration.” A long debate followed, and it was adjourned till the 
following day. In reply to the motion, the Chancellorof the Exchequer 
said much of the speech of Mr Whiteside was irrelevant as directed 
against Her Majesty’s Government. The only ground of his attack was 
connected with the appointment of General Williams as our Commis- 
sioner with the Turkish army. Our Government had, he said, attached 
more importance to the operations in Asia Minor than the French; but 
the heart and centre of the power of Russia in that region was 
acknowledged by both to be Sebastopol, not Armenia. That was the 
main object of the allies, and it would have been highly impolitic, and 
contrary to military principles, to withdraw troops from Sebastopol to 
secure a purely secondary object. In a military point of view, therefore, 
it was impossible to attach importance to the loss of Kars ; but it might 
be said that it was of great importance in a political view; that it placed 
in the hands of Russia an acquisition which rendered our position less 
favourable at the Conferences. But the Protocols would show that a 
plan of pacification has been agreed upon by the three Governments of 
Austria, France, and England, and put into writing before the capture of 
Kars ; and, comparing those preliminaries with the treaty of peace, he 
defied any one to show that it fell short in any respect of the preliminary 
articles. On the contrary, the treaty went beyond the preliminaries. If 
this was so, could any man capable of reasoning say with truth that the 
capture of Kars had any political importance ? He denied that we had 
made any concession for rhe restoration of Kars. 

After a lengthened discussion, the debate was further adjourned till 
Thursday, when an ammendment moved by Mr Seymour was negatived 
by a majority of 399; and Mr Whiteside’s motion was rejected by 303 
against 176, 
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BaNKERs’ ComposiTIoN BILL.

“METROPOLIS . 


HEALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The deaths of 1,048 per 
sO ns, namely, 533 males and 515 females, were registered in London in 
the week that ended on Saturday. The number is almost the same as 
that of the preceding week. In the corresponding weeks of the ten 
years (1846-55), the average number was 1,029. But the deaths of 
iast week occurred in an increased population ; and if the average now 
stated is raised proportionably, it becomes 1,132. The present state of the 
public health appears, from a comparison of results, to be not unfavourabj., 
Last week the births of 945 boys and 916 girls, in all 1,861 childry : 
were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
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years 1845-55 the average number was 1,541. The mean hight of the 
barometer in the week was 29.775 in. On Sunday and Monday the 
mean reading was above 30 in., but from the former of these days it 
continued to fall throughout the week. The highest reading was 30.17 
in. on Sunday. The mean temperature of the week was 48.5 deg., 
which is 0.6 deg. above the average of the same week in 31 years (as de- 
termined by Mr Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the 
average till Friday, when it rose 7.5 deg. above it, and it continued 
nearly as high on the following day. The highest reading of the ther- 
mometer in the week occurred on Friday, and was 73 deg. ; the highest in 
the sun on that day was 93.5 deg. The lowest in the shade in the week 
was 30.6 deg. on Monday; the reading was nearly as low on Wednes- 
day; the range in the week was 42.4 deg. The mean dew-point tempe- 
rature was 38.6 deg., and the difference between this and the mean tem- 
perature of the air was 9.9 deg. The temperature of the water of the 
| Thames rose to 54.2 deg. on Saturday ; the mean of the week was 
50.9 deg. The wind brew generally from the south-east and east till 
Saturday, when it was in the south-west. There was no rain till the end 
of the week, and then 0.27 in. fell. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 








FRANCE. 

The sale of spring articles of dress and nouveautes was very active in 
Paris during the week. Many of the shopkeepers, who had laid in but 
a limited stock, have accordingly been obliged to apply to the wholesale 
houses and manufacturers, and their orders, it is hoped, will afford em- 
ployment to the operatives of certain localities during the entire summer. 
Lyons is unable to meet the demand on its manufactures. At Mulhouse 
and Rouen the important transactions which took place in the beginning 
of April have been followed by a little calmness, but all the stock is ex- 
hausted, and the price of goods constantly tends toincrease. In the 
Paris corn market the decline, which had made such rapid progress last 
week, was suddenly checked on Monday, in consequence of the large 
purchases simultanesusly effected by English speculators at Havre, Bor- 
deaux, and Marsei'les. The reaction was felt in the provincial markets, 
which became firmer, and on Wednesday the first quality of flour ad- 
vanced in Paris from 81f and 82f to 90f and 91f per sack of 157 kilo- 
grammes. On Saturday prices maintained themselves, and towards the 
close of business they even advanced to 92f. The accounts from the 
provincial markets all come with a rise of 2f and 3f per hectolitre. This 
reaction helped to extricate from serious difficulties a number of firms 
which had on hand considerable quantities of foreign flour, and were 
sadly compromised by the fall. Wheat also followed the upward 
movement, and advanced about 3f per hectolitre. All the advices from 
the departments state that cattle find everywhere a ready sale. The last 
market at Vernon was not abundantly supplied, but the cattle were gene- 
rally of a superior description. Oxen sold at from 1f 40cto If 60c per 
kilogramme. Little or no business is doing in the wine market at Bercy. 
Merchants, expecting a fall in prices, are waiting, and consumers demand 
a reduction in prices. Languedoc brandy sells with difficulty! at 163f 
per hectolitre, and spirits from beet only fetch 107f. 

The Moniteur has published the monthly returns of trade and naviga- 
tion for the month ended 3lst March. The total of customs duties paid 
during the month of March of the present year is 14,382,224f, against 
15,149,671f paid during March, 1855. The total paid during the first 
quarter of the present year is 38,518,400f, against 38,358,628f paid dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1855. In the course of the first quarter of the 
present year 4,950 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage of 796,356, were 
entered inwards in the French ports ; the number entered inwards in the 
corresponding quarter of 1655 was 4,397 vessels, with an aggregate ton- 
nage of 655,342. The number entered outwards in the first quarter of 
the present year was 3,193 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage of 
537,966 ; the number entered outwards in the corresponding quarter of 
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1855 was 2,778 vessels, with an aggregate tonnage of 428,524. 





UNITED STATES. 

The position of monetary and commercial affairs at New York is de- 
acribed in the subjoined communication, dated April 15 :—* During the 
past week our stock market has remained very quiet. For two days 
after our advices of the 7th instant, there was a general depression, but 
the market recovered, and now most of the quotations in our railroad 
stock list show an advance compared with those of last week, with some 
activity in one or two of them, and also in some of the State stocks. 
The large figures of importations and the gradual increase of the discount 
lines of our banks, notwithstanding a decrease of specie, has attracted 
some attention, and caused the momentary depression above-mentioned. 
The downward tendency of the market was of short duration, for money, 
although in active demand, is easily procured, and the large payments to 
be made in specie by the Sub-Treasury in the first days of June allay any 
serious fears concerning the metallic reserves of our banks. 

WEST INDIES. 

We have intelligence from Demerara to the 8th ult. The Court of 

Policy had been much engaged in the discussion of the Bill to Amend 


the Militia Ordinance, but owing to its objectionable clauses, it was with- | 


drawn in order that an entirely new bill might be brought in. The 
weather continued exceedingly dry. During the fortnight a few partial 
showers had fallen, but not enough to moisten the ground. The trenches 
on the estates were all dried up, and the canes were suffering severely for 
want of water. Business among the merchants was dull, and freights 
were low and produce scarce. The exports for the fortnight were— 
Sugar, 257 hhds, 49 tierces, 269 barrels, and 243 bags; rum, 820 pun- 
cheons, 119 hhds. and 47 barrels; molasses, 260 puncheons; cotton, 
135 bales. 

Barbadoes intelligence reports that several plantation fires had taken 
place throughout the island. The weather continued tavourable for 
s"gar makidg. The yield is reported variable, but the sugar was of good 
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quality. The following is the quanfity of produce shipped:—Sugar, 
14,089 hhds, 1,085 tierces, 4,731 barrels, equal to 15,403 hhds; mo. 
lasses, 2,333 puncheons, 20 hhds, 79 barrels; rum, 553 puncheons, 
74 hhds. The young cane was growing well, but rain was much wanted, 








AUSTRALIA. 

Sydney papers to February 13 are chiefly taken up in discussing 
the elections under the new constitution, which were then going forward, 
There was no other political intelligence of importance. The markets 
were looking up, and the general prospects of the colony very satisfactory, 

Melbourne papers are to the 1Sth February. Acting Governor Macarthur 
had succeeded in forming a ministry, and was consolidating the new 
government to the satisfaction of the greater part of the colonists. Hig 
Excellency was gaining golden opinions by his prudent conduct and 
determination. The yields at the gold fields were undiminished. From 
January 1 to February 15, 1856, there had been shipped 384,681 ounces 
of gold, or 16jtons 2 qrs 61bs 9 oz, which, at 80s, amounted to 1,538,7241 
The price of gold had advanced to 3/16s per ounce. There had been 
severe floods at the Bendigo diggings, doing much damage; the losses 
were estimated at 10,000 ounces.

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The commercial advices by the Overland Mail are, on the whole, 
satisfactory. At Bombay the market for manufactured goods has been 
steady, and but for the firmness of holders an extensive business would 
have been transacted. At Calcutta operations continue on a satisfactory 
scale, and in China there has been a further advance. The rates of 
exchange at Canton and Shanghai have experience a decline calculated 
to check the shipments of silver from this side, the quotation having 
dropped from 5s 03d at Canton to 4s 11d, and from 6s 7d at Shanghai 
to 6s 4d. 

The following is from the summary of the Bombay Times of April 2:— 

‘Intelligence from Bushire to the 20th March apprises us of tran- 
quillity throughout Persia, with the manifestation of the most friendly 
dispositions towards the English. We have nothing certain about Herat or 
Affghanistan, excepting that there is no movement occurring in Central 
Asia that need occasion us the slightest anxiety. The Santhals, six 
months since in open insurrection, are now peaceably employed as railway 
labourers. The arrangements for the administration of Oude are nearly 
all completed, and not an outrage has attended the transfer of the 
kingdom from native to English hands, The revenue returns of Pegu 
shcw that the province already yields 100,000/ a year in excess of its 


charges. Peace and tranquillity reign throughout British Inida. There 
is no change in our money market. In imports there has been little 
inprovement. 


Bompay, April 1.—Our money market during the fortnight has shown 
no symptoms of improvement, consequently no reduction has taken 
place at the banks in their rates of interest; but, notwithstanding, we 
are still of opinion that the high rates now ruling must give way ere 
long. All descriptions of securities are dull of sale, and are a shade 
lower than our last report. Imports—Although during the past fort- 
night there has been an active demand for grey goods, transactions have 
not been extensive, as prices have pot advanced sufficiently to induce 
holders to give way. Exports—Prices have improved since the arrival 
of last mail, and new supplies from the districts are now coming forward 
freely, The following are present rates:—Broach and Surat, rupees 99 
to 100 ; Oomrawatty, rupees 98 to 99; and Dhollera, rupees 95 per 
candy. Exchange—The mail steamer having brought 30 lacs in silver, 
buyers got frightened, and best bills were done as low as 2s 1fd; after 
a few days the demand slackened, and local credits went at 2s 2d to 
2s 24d, and documents at 2s 24d to 2s 21d, and the rate at this date has 
an advancing tendency. Freights are firm, and we now quote 4i 7s 6d 
per ton for cotton, and for oil seeds 4/ 15s per ton. 

Catcutta, March 22.—Indigo is in most active demand at the fall 
value under late home quotations. Sugar is being freely taken both for 
Great Britain and Australia. Silk also is wanted for shipment, and 
corahs are inquired for. Seeds are still being taken for America. Rice 
is not being shipped so freely. Wheat neglected. Hides—A good busi- 
ness doing. Jute—Low freights have tempted purchasers. Mostof the 
minor articles are quiet except castor oil, which is again receiving atten- 
{ tion. Some heavy arrivals have rather flattened our piece goods market; 
but, as stocks are far from heavy, and the markets above in an equally 
sound position, unless sales be forced, we see no reason to anticipate any 
reduction in prices. Twist, though rather dull at the moment, is also 10 
a healthy position; stocks have been rather increased latterly, but are 
still far from heavy. Metals continue very dull. Exchange—On the 
| whole we believe the transactions by this mail to be below an average, 
and we close stiff at 2-2} to 3 for credit, and 2-23 to § for document 
bills six months’ sight. The amount of silver and Company’s bills jastto 
| hand may have an effect upon our transactions fur next mail, for wt 
| we hear of engagements in anticipation at the rate of 2-2% for American 
| credits. The rate on China is 218r to 220r per 190 dols; on Mauritius 
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54 to 544 cents have been done. Freights—For some days the heavy 
arrivals created a sort of panic in the market, and one ship, requiring to 
fill up in a given time, had to arrange to do so on very low terms, jute 
being taken at 2l; this, however, soon rallied the shippers, and rates re- 
yived a little, engagements being entered into more freely, and they 
eventually subsided to more moderate figures; but business is rather 
en March 15.—The arrival of the mail has had the effect of 
closing one of the great American houses at Canton,'Nye, Brothers, and 
Co, For some time past the credit of the firm has been sinking. The 
mail brought 15,000/ returned bills drawn on F, Hush and Co., and a 
like sum from other quarters. The liabilities of the firm are estimated 
at one million and a half. 

We learn, from the New China Herald, with regard to the rebellion, that 
the Imperialists had of late been getting the worst of it, that they had 
sustained a defeat at Chin-kiang-foo which they were besieging, and had 
fallen back on Tantoo, where they had formed a military camp.

In the Belgian Chamber of Representatives on Saturday, the Minister 
of Finance stated that although the present position of the Treasury was 
not such as to necessitate a Joan, yet, as circumstances might arise to call 
unexpeciedly for money, he intended in a few days to present a bill au- 
thorising the Government to raise a loan eventually. He would at the 
same time apply for lcave to convert the last loan into Five per Cent. 
stock, and to alienate the Rnenish Railway shares held by the Government. 
For curing and shipping coffee (says the Ceylon Observer of the 29th 
January), the weather has been very favourable, and the ships that have 
sailed since our last have taken away 38,459 cwts, making our total export 
since Oct. 10, 1855, 293,951 cwts, against 205,420 cwts and 223,181 cwts 
in the corresponding periods of the immediately preceding seasons. The 
increase is almost entirely on plantation sorts, the exports of which 
have been as follows :—1]853-54, 141,727 cwts; 1854-55, 133,456 cwts; 
1855-56, 215,224 cwts; that is, in this year of short crop the export at 
this early period of the season is nearly twice what it was at the corre- 
sponding periods of the two previous seasons. The early despatch cannot 
but tell well on the quality. Notwithstanding the severe heat of the 
weather the prospects for next crop continue magnificent, the late showers 
having fallen just in time. The exports of cinnamon are large. Cocoa- 
nut oil, now in so precarious a position, shows a falling off. 
According to some tables published by Mr Edward Khull, of Mel. 
bourne, the quantity of gold obtained from the mines in the colony of 
Victoria last year was 11,856,292/. The amount shipped was 10,698,708/,

Favourable accounts continue to reach us respecting the trace of Bir- 
mingham. One report says:—‘‘The trade of this town continues 
to improve ; whatever of dulness is now observable in connection with 
it 18 confined to the jewellery and fancy trades. The factors are agreed 
in reporting that the orders from the country districts, which had 
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slackened for a week or two, are again brisker, and that there is less of 
disinclination on the part of the country shopkeepers to give out their 
orders. There have been this week American and other foreign buyers in 
the town; the orders in the manufacturers’ hands from the United States 
are large, and in the foreign trade generally there is a decided improves 
ment. All the principal branches have participated in the improvement 
to which reference has been made. Amongst these may be noticed the 
brass-foundry, the metallic bedstead manufacture, wire-drawing, the 
lamp and chandlier trade, galvanising and metal rolling, and for tubes of 
all kinds there is a very great demand—as there has been all through 
the war. The military gun trade is still brisk, and is likely to remain so 
for a time, if only in respect of Government work. The reports 
received from the district are also of a more favourable character; 
business generally is brisker, and the workpeople are more completely 
employed. 

Relative to the freight market, Messrs Offor and Gamman report as 
follows :—There is more tone in the freight market, but rates are gene- 
rally without alteration, although there is more business doing. In the 
East India trade there is a revival of the inquiry for tonnage homewards 
from Bombay at 65s for London, Liverpool, or Clyde ; Calcutta, out and 
home (taking coals from Wales), 105s for the round; Mauritius out and 
home (coals from any coal port) 72s 6d for the round; Singapore, out 
and home, 100s (taking coals from Wales, or Birkenhead) ; Moulmein, 
5115s, teak, &c. Coal freights in this direction continue to exhibit 
firmness, and to Bombay and Point de Galle an advance of Is per ton 
has been submitted to. The present rates from Birkenhead are, 24s 
Point de Galle ; 22s Calcutta; 23s Singapore; 52s 6d Suez; 30s China, 
&c. The rate to Bombay has receded from 21s to 192, owing to the 
large amount of tonnage taken at the former rate during last week. In 
the Australian trade there is no alteration. There is much less charter- 


ing in the Russian trade; tonnage has offered so freely, and so large a 


number of vessels have gone out seekirg, that merchants are hesitating 
to charter on this side. 


The only active demand is for Archangel, at 
4s 9d oats to East Coast; 6s tar; 95s deals, &. From Cronstadt—the 
rate is 4s 6d wheat, and not firm; from Odessa, at 50s, with option of 
Azoff, at 60s—handy sized vessels can be placed, but the inquiry for 
tonnage is very limited.

raltar, provided they are in conformity with the regulations. The advices 
of all orders issued at Malta will be made out at the money order office in 
London; but the advices of orders issued at Gibraltar will be made out, on 
the usual form, by the agent there, and no order must be paid unless the 
necessary advice shall have been received. This regulation is confined to 
the issue of money orders, avd consequently no orders must be drawn 
upon the above-mentioned places.

They are slow, therefore, entirely to trust th 
merchant; the French Government would not trust him, ani] 
the present consequence is a derangement of the corn trade, with, 
a probability that the French will find their supplies shong 
before harvest. 

Oats were slow of sale, with large supplies, and yet it is 
pected that the price will be higher, Barley is firm, but bas 
probably reached the highest point. 

Floating cargoes of corn have been in demand, and the arrivals P 
in the week have been 13, of which 7 were wheat from Ale 
dria, Galatz, Seville, Oporto, St Michael, and Trieste. 

From Hamburg of April 24th, Havre of April 30th, fromg 
Rotterdam of April 28th, and from Antwerp of the 26th, com 
circulars all speak of firm or Being markets. At Stettin, on thes 

25th, wheat was dull and rye was dearer. At present there is DO 
probability of low prices anywhere being the immediate result 
peace. 

The sugar market was animated on Tuesday, and to-day sual ‘ 
firmly, though with diminished animation. “What Messrs ‘Trae 
man and Rouse s say of the effect of peace on colonial produce il 
their circular is eminently true; “it has been so long anticipa 
that the actual signing of the treaty has had but little effect a 
the value of colonial produce,’ and neither sugar nor coffee 
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been materially affected by the great political change. From the 
Havana we learn by the circular of Messrs Embil and Co., that 
the price of sugar there has declined. 

Coffee to-day was sold at rather easier prices. 

Tea is not sought after, and at the public sales yesterday only 
930 packages were sold, of 4,950 offered. The duty paid in the 
week ended the 24th ult. was on 625,416 lbs, against 1,143,774 lbs 
in the correspending week last year. 

The silk trade of Lyons, we are informed by M. Arles Dufour. 
has been affected in April by the high prices of the raw material, 
the unfavourable news of the spring trade in America, and the 
favourable temperature for the new crop. 

The extreme animation which existed in the Liverpool cotton 
market during the past few weeks has subsided, and been suc- 
ceeded, as is customary, by a calm, for which in the present 
instance, however, no accountable reason whatever can be given, 
unless it be that spinners, having rather anticipated their wants 
during that period, have now been enabled to remain inactive, or 
rather to curtail their operations, perhaps with the hope of not 
further enhancing prices. The total sales are less even than the 
daily reports of the brokers would have led to expect, viz., 42,000 
bales, of which 32,000 bales are to spinners, 7,000 bales to 
speculators, andj3,000 bales for export. Quotations of middling and 
low Americans only are reduced id per lb; the better descrip- 
tions and Surats are unchanged. To-day the market has as- 
sumed again a firmer aspect, and the sales are 8,000 bales. The 
last accounts from America, reporting “higher prices in all 
their markets, with a further tendency to rise,” were considered 
on the whole favourable for holders of cotton, and not calculated 
to produce the effect witnessed in Liverpool this week. In this 
market only 500 bales have been sold; market dull, but prices 
maintained. 

The oil and seeds market is improving, and on several articles a 
trifling advance of price has taken place. Tallow, however, has 
declined, and Russia Y C now does not fetch more than 46s on 
the spot. 

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

The tobacco market has assumed a more active character than for 
some time past, and sales may be taken at fully 1,650 hhds, of which 340 
hhds were Virginia leaf and strips, 540 hhds Kentucky leaf and 770 hhds 
Kentucky strips, of the latter upwerds of 600 hhds were of old imports. 
For exportation upwards of 400 hhds were taken ;—further sales were pre- 
vented from the absence of suitable descriptions. The principal purchases 
for exportation have not yet been shipped, nevertheless, stock on the 
28th ult. with the addition of the cargo ex Africa, was 7,698 hhds against 
7,646 hhds on the Ist ultimo. Latest advices from New Orleans state 
that the supply had been slightly increased within the last few days; the 
inquiry was principally for heavy rich tobacco, and_ sales made at full 
prices.

Increased inactivity was the prevailing characteristic of the market 
to-day, which, in consequence, presented a dull and quiet appearance.

1854. The present stock between here and Matanzas may be estimated 
at about 250,000 boxes, against about 200,000 boxes last year. The 
weather continues very favourable for the elaboration on the estates, and 
we are opinion that finally there will be scarcely any deficiency in this 
year's to that of last year’s crop. Our sugar market gradually manifested 
of late symptoms of a decline of prices, and several planters, being 
pressed for money, were compelled to sell at lower rates ; according to 
those sales we can state to-day a decline of 2 rs from the highest point ;

Directly after the receipt of the European mail of the latter days of 
December, which brought the news of the probability of peace, the quo- 
tations for rice, which had kept steadily at 69 rs to 70 rs, began to waver, 
and in a few days came down to 57 rs to 58 rs. This sudden reaction 
stopped the supplies at once, because prices in the interior were much 
higher, and the native dealers who had bought at 64 rs to 65 rs, were un- 
willing to sell at a loss. Prices are now again 60 rs to 64 rs, and we fear 


| that, with a great number of vessels in port, rates will increase still. The 


combination of the month of January has induced the natives to bring 
rice to market which did not contain more than 10 to 20 per cent. of 
paddy during February, but now the evil has increased again, and it is 
difficult to procure any that has less than 20 per cent. Freights are 
nominal here, and only a few vessels are said to be taken up for Rangoon 
and Bassein, at 4/ 5s to 4/ 10s. In Calcutta they have kept at 5/, but the 
last telegraphic news received from Europe is likely to bring them down 
considerably. At Singapore, Batavia, and Canton, rates kept at 4/ to 
41 10s, but if peace should be established they are sure to decrease. 
Exports have been considerable, and amount to 40,183 tons up to this 
date; 38,868 tons to Europe, and 1,315 tons to the Straits. Exchange at 
Calcutta is keeping at 2s 24d according to our last news, which we be- 
lieve is owing principally to the large demand for cash for our market,

Although the American cotton news, to hand jast Monday, were not 
of a character to alter the prevailing opinions with regard to this article 
in any way, business in Liverpool was—probably in consequence of the 
less hopeful aspect of the money market—considerably quieter on that 
day than for some time past, nor bas it regained more buoyancy since, 
though prices may not be much altered. If we consider what effect 
a lively cotton market on Mondays generally has upon the Tuesday’s 
market here, we may not wonder that the reverse should affect us in an 
equal ratio. The late considerable advance had already acted upon 
buyers as a check, and in the cautious mood in which they were, a dull 
cotton market could but increase their disinclination to operate any 
further at this juncture, even if they did not at present believe in any 
noticeable alteration of prices. Spinners and manufacturers, though very 
well engaged, felt the want of that support which the Liverpool market 
has lately given them in raising their quotations, and thus there was little 
or no alteration with a very limited amount of business. If we are to | 
define the state of things a little closer, we may add that, if offers for 
cloth to any considerable extent had been made, it is probable that | 
manufacturers would have yielded 14d per piece, while spinners for 
export, in like manner, did not insist upon those extreme nominal 
quotations which had never yet been paid. In the home trade, where 
the highest prices were lately realised, a slight giving way was observed 
in the cop market. 

We do not find, however, any real change ot opinion, and it is quite 
possible that another turn may be so near at hand, as to prevent buyers 
from realising that slight advantage which seems at this moment to be 
within their reach.

This decrease in the stock, because it tends to 
relieve the market of pressure, may give more steadiness to the demand, | 
and check any downward movement in price. 

The trade at this moment is certainly favourable to our farmers. The 
fall in the value of wheat, since the beginning of the year, is about 20s 
per quarter—in flour, 13s per sack; still both those articles are selling at 
most remunerative prices. And the question generally mooted at this 
moment is—what feature in the trade is calculated to reduce 
the value of agricultural produce below its present level? Nothing, 
in our opinion, but very large importations of forzign grain can 
have that effect; and these we are not likely to receive this year at 
least. We have already expressed our opinion that the imports from 
Russia this season will fall considerably short of many former 
years, notwithstanding that the exports from that country have 
been almost wholly suspended for two years; and, judging from ac- | 
counts at hand both from the Northernand Southern ports, it would 
appear that our views are likely to be realised. As regards consump- 
tion in this country, no doubt it will be very large. The war has opened 
markets to our commercial enterprise—which hitherto were almost 
yalueless—sufficiently extensive to keep our looms in full activity, and 
to afford our merchants a Jarge return. The home trade generally is in 
a healthy state; and it is for the farmer to consider, prior to selling his 
produce, the effect of a greatly increased demand for manufactured 
goods upon consumption. England, it must be borne in mind, is not 
the only country likely to import food in future years. Even at the 
present time, shipments of flour from America are finding a much more 
profitable market in Australia and some other quarters of the globe than 
here. The great development of the commerce of the world, therefore, 
Jeads us to the conclusion that a very low price for wheat in England 
cannot be expected, unless, indeed, the general harvests of the world 
should prove unusually Jarge in a succession of seasons. 

The quantity of barley left over is small; indeed, in some counties, 
scarcely a stack is to be met with; but the supplies of other kinds of spring 
corn are tolerably good. 

Both in Ireland and Scotland the corn trade has been firm, but without 
leading to any quotable change in price, 

The large public sales of wheat and flour in some of the large French 
outports have had the effect of enhancing the value of home produce in 
France. A large portion of the flour will be brought here to be used in 
the manufacture of cotton goods. 

On Monday, our market was firm for wheat, at Is per qr advance. 
Barley and malt changed hands freely at very full prices. Flour, too, 
was the turn higher; but other articles sold slowly. 

The show of samples of most produce on Wednesday was limited, if 
we except oats and foreign wheat. Generally speaking the trade was 
healthy at prices quite equal to those realised on the previous market 
day. 

The supply of English wheat in to-day’s market was cleared off without 
difficulty, at the extreme rates of Monday last. Inferior foreign wheats 
were in good request, chiefly for distilling purposes, at fully late quota- 
tions; and all other kinds realised very full prices. There was a steady 
sale for barley and malt, at last week’s currency. The oat trade was 
rather inactive, but beans and peas were firm. The flour trade was 
healthy, and some holders of foreign qualities refused to sell except on 
higher terms. 

A despatch from Naples states that the permission to export wheat, 
maize, and other grain has been prolonged to the 15th of June, and that 
the duty is reduced one-half. The French markets held this week have 
been active for both wheat and flour, and a considerable improvement has 
taken place in the quotations. Mr Rainsford observes :—‘ Floating 
cargoes have been in better demand, and the following have changed 
owners:— A cargo of Kalafat wheat at 56s, one of Salonica at 49s, ano- 
ther at 50s, and one at 51s, with guarantees; a cargo of hard Syrian at 
equal to about 39s 6d; a eargo of good Saide wheat at 40s, all arrived ; 
a cargo of Ibraila wheat, to arrive from Antwerp, at 54s, and two cargoes 
Saida wheat on passage at 39s 6d and 40s 6d; of maize, two cargoes of 
Galatz have been disposed of at 30s, to arrive, and one is reported at 
28s, now shipping ; of beans, an arrived cargo is reported at 27s, and 2 
cargoes on passage at 27s 6d. Since the 24th ult. there have been 13 
arrivals of grain-laden vessels off coast, viz. :—Of wheat, 1 cargo from 
Alexandria, 1 Galatz, 1 Seville, 2 Oporto, 1 St Michael’s, 1 Trieste ; of 
maize, 1 cargo from Safli, 1 Philadelphia, } New York; of rye, 1 cargo 
from New York; of beans, 2 cargoes from Alexandria. Some of these 
were previously disposed of, some since.

SuGAR.—There has been a steady demand since last Friday, but prices 
have not experienced any further improvement during the week, in conse- 
quence of the rather large supplies brought forward at the public sales, 
consisting chiefly of colonial, and which proved adequate to meet the 
requirements of the trade. A small amount of business has been done 
for jexportation during the week. About 2,221 hhds and tierces West 
India sold in three days at fully previous rates, including the parcels by 
auction.

Monpay, April 28.—The imports of foreign stock still continue on a very 
imited scale. Last week, they were only 451 head. In the corresponding 
week in 1855 we received 1,243; in 1854, 1,104; in 1853, 3,550; in 1852, 
1,944; in 1851, 1,647; and in 1850, 1,360 head. 

\ very limited supply of foreign stock was on sale in to-day’s market, 
oth as to number and auality. 

From our own grazing disti icts, as well as from Scotland, we received a full 
average supply of beasts fresh up this morning, and the general weight and 
condition of all breeds were very prime. Although the attendance of 
buyers was tolerably good, the beef trade ruled heavy, and prices gave way, 
compared with Monday last, from 2d to 4d per 8 lbs. 

The arrivals from Norfolk, Suffolk, Essex, and Cambri 
to 2,400 Scots and Shorthorns; from other parts of Engl 
breeds; from Ireland, 86 oxen; and from Scotland, 
wholly polled. 

There was a decided increase in the supply of sheep, and most breeds 
came to hand in good condition. The mutton trade was not quite so brisk 
as on Monday last, yet that day’s improvement in value was supported, 
The best Downs, in the wool, were worth 5s 8d; out of the wool, 5s 2d per 
8 lbs.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


LAILWAY RETURNS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM.—The traffic returns of 

railways in the United Kingdom published for the week ending April 19 
amounted to 391,945/, and for the corresponding week of 1855 to 387,226), 
showingan increase of 4,719’. The gross receipts of the eight railways having 
_ termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above 
to 167,121’, and for the corresponding week of last year to 175,042%, 
showing a decrease of 7,921/. The decrease on the Eastern Counties 
Railway amounted to 5097; on the Great Western, to 2,595/; on the 
London and North-Western, to 2,258’; on the London and Blackwall to 
| 36/; on the London, Brighton, and South Coast to 2,282/; on the London 
| and South-Western to 741/; and on the South-Eastern to 1,786/; total, 
| 10,222). But from this must be deducted 2,286/, the increase on the 
; Great Northern Railway; leaving the decrease, as above, 7,921/. The 
| receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 224,824), 
and for the corresponding period of 1855 to 212,184/, showing an increase 
of 12,640/, in the receipts of those lines. Deducting the decrease on the 
metropolitan lines, it leaves the total increase 4,719, as compared with 
teh corresponding week of 1855. 

GREAT INDIAN PENINSULA.--The half-yearly meeting of this company 
was held on Monday. ‘The chairman in moving the adoption of the report, 
said he had read a paragraph in the Times relating to Indian news, in which 
it was stated that the contract for theascent of the Bhore Ghaut amounted to 

750,000/ ; that there were 16 tunnels, and steep gradients for a distance of 
15 miles. He was glad to say that the sum mentioned included 40 miles 

beyond the 15 miles, making together 55 miles. They had since discovered 

that a saving of 80,000/ could be effected on that sum. Instead of there 
being 16 tunnels there would be only 7, the longest not being more than 

{54 yards, and the steepest gradient would not exceed 1 in 38 for one mile 

and a-half in length. ‘The whole of the contracts were within the estimate, 

and the cost of the undertaking would not exceed 10,000! per mile.
